A delegation from the St, 
Albert Parish Kindergarten 
were present at the meet- 
ing. The purpose of their 
appearance was to present 
an application for the Board 
to enter into a contract with 
the kindergarten, whereby 
the kindergarten becomes 
part of the school system 
under its Early Childhood 
Education Program, The 
contract covers many as- 
pects including financial 
agreements, staff/child ra- 
tio, class numbers, trans- 
portation etc, and it has 
provision for the kinder- 

garten to vetain its identity, 
The ccotract was not signed 
at this meeting due to the 
time factor and it will be 
brought forward to the next 


Trustee Steve Sieben re- 
ported that members from 
both school districts (Dis- 
trict No, 3 and District No, 
6) and personnel from the 
high schools are co-opera- 
ting on a Student Exchange 
Program with schools in New 
Brunswick, Three school 
systems in New Brunswick 
are interested in an exchange 
with St, Albert and the local 
group have now narrowed 
that down to two areas in 
New Brunswick, Grade 11 
students, 12 from St, Albert 
High and 12 from Paul Kane 
will be involved with the 
future planning of the pro- 
gram, 

It was announced that the 
proposed Community Core 
School plans have been app- 


roved by the School Build- 
ings Branch, The approval 
is for the core unit of the 
school only and a further 


application for the building 
of the portables will be made 
at a later date, 

A large part of the even- 


ing was set aside to discuss 
matters relating to the re- 
ligious education program 
in the schools, 


Public meeting discusses 
school plans - kindergarten 


Approximately 36 interes- 
ted parents attended the 
public meeting held by the 
St, Albert Protestant Separ- 
ate School District No. 6 in 
connection with the proposed 
Lacombe Park Community 
Core School, 

Mr, Don Munro chaired 
the meeting and plans of the 
building were revealed and 
the concept of the commun- 
ity core school was explain- 
ed, The school will be built 
on the school site at Langley 
Avenue and Leon Place and 
it will essentially comprise 
16 rooms, eight of which 
will be part of the core build- 
ing and the remaining eight 
will be plug-in type class- 
rooms, Parental reaction to 
the proposed school could not 
be easily determined and no 
vote was taken, The feasibil- 
ity of a lunch room-kitchen 
facility was covered at the 
same time and the idea 
seemed generally well re- 
ceived, 

Discussion turned readily 
to the Early Childhood Edu- 
cation facility and Mrs, Mur- 
iel Martin, assistant super- 
intendent, was asked to speak 
on this subject, Mrs, Martin 
recently made a proposal 
to the Board of Trustees 
urging the District to oper- 


ate a one-room kindergarten 
this coming fall, The pro- 
posal had not been accepted, 
partly on the grounds that 
parental involvement might 
be lost if the District under- 
took such a project, 

Mrs, Martin stressed that 
she favors parental involve- 
ment in the program and 
more freedom is allowed in 
a program where both par- 
ents and teachers co-operate 
She would, however, like to 
see a kindergarten program 


within the school system-as” 


it has many benefits, one 


example of which would be 
the use of older students to 
help the younger child, 
Earlier reservations held 
by the Board over District 
involvement in the 4 1/2 to 
5 1/2 age group modified 
somewhat, Mr, Bill Webber 
felt that an Early Childhood 
Education Program under 
the direction of Mrs, Martin 
would be flexible rather than 
formal and having a person 
of Mrs, Martin's calibre 


_ would lessen his concern as 


to the rigidity of board-con- 
trolled kindergartens,

The Town of St, Albert 
has indicated that it intends 
to hold a public meeting on 
Monday, April 29,1974, This 
decision was made partly 
in response to the St, Albert 
Planning Committees query 
regarding the councils de- 
cision not to hold an annual 
meeting this year and par- 
tially due to council's de- 
sire to re-open the sequence 
of events surrounding the 
Syncrude issue which was 
resolved two weeks ago, The 
council has instructed the 
town’s civil service to pro- 
vide the background infor- 
mation for a ‘‘Synerude”’ fact 
sheet which the council in- 
tends to prepare as a group 
and then circulate to all of 
the residents prior to the 
meeting. This procedure is 
being followed in spite of 
the fact that the Planning 
Committee has been infor- 
med that no written corres- 
pondence exists between the 
Town and Syncrude, 

The Planning Committee 
regrets the ‘political game 
plan’ that council is seem- 
ingly prepared to follow, One 
of the primary purposes of 
the committee is to inter- 
ject some modicum of citi- 
zen participation into the 
planning and development 
process carried out under 
the aegis of the council. 
The Town of St, Albert does 
not have a General Plan nor 
has the hard working town 
staff been given sufficient 
time to formulate one, The 
council should welcome citi- 
zens interest and input under 
these circumstances, 


Starting 


As matters presently 
stand all of the new develop- 
ments carried out in St, Al- 
bert must be implemented 
on the basis of plece-meal 
planning, The overall guid- 
ance offered by a general 
plan is missing, It is sugg- 
ested that a legitimate plan- 
ning group composed of a 
cross-section of St, Albert’s 
citizens should not bé re- 
sented or told ‘‘to run for 
office’ if they disagree with 
the short-run planning view- 
points held by the majority 
of the council, 

In the final analysis resi- 
dents in the town must pay 
for the developments that 
are approved by the council. 
It is not unreasonable for 
the taxpayers to request de- 
tailed information or evi- 
dence concern over their 
inability to articulate con- 
cerns or opinions before the 
final council decision is for- 
mulated, (Opposition at a 
public hearing is not asurr- 
ogate for the type of co-op- 
eration between council and 
citizens which should char- 
acterize the planning and 
development process inthis. 
community.) 

The Planning Committee 
has asked council to consider 
the establishment of a liaison 
between the two bodies which 
would maximum the net 
benefits that can be obtain- 
ed from Involving citizens 
in the planned development 
of St, Albert. The decision 
rests with the council as to 
whether or not the residents 
opinions are to count,

Q I am a student nurse 
and my only income is a 
small allowance while in 
training, Where I am re- 
quired to purchase my own 
uniform, can I deduct this as 
an expense, and is the allow- 
ance I receive taxable? 

A, As an employee, you 
are not permitted to deduct 
the cost of your uniform. 
For the same reason, the 


allowance is considered tax- 
able, 

Q My husband died and I 
received a refund of the 
premiums he had paid into 
a Registered Retirement Sa- 
vings Plan, Am I required 
to pay tax on the amount of 
this refund?

A famous Canadian speaks his mind 


When the Hon, Hugh Hor- 
ner introduced John George 
Diefenbaker to the consti- 
tuency dinner meeting for the 
Hon, Nell Crawford last 
Tuesday evening, he spoke 
of Mr, Diefenbaker’s achie- 
vements and the honors be- 
stowed on him and concluded 
his remarks by recalling the 
word of a former colleague 
from Athabasca, Mr, Arthur 
Maloney, who said ‘When 
John Diefenbaker comes in 
I stand up,’’ 


To many the Chief is the - 


greatest living Canadian and 
in his 80’s he has become 
a legend in his own time, He 
looked amazingly fit and 
spoke for over an hour ina 
strong voice and with com- 
manding vigor, interrupted 
only by laughter or applause 

I am moved by this recep- 
tion - said John Diefenbaker, 
following an ovation by over 
600 people of all ages at the 
dinner in the St, Basil Centre 
I’m sorry Olive is not with 
me - she encourages at all 
times - and she will not 
much more move to meet- 
ings across Canada, 

On the 16th of this month 
I go to Israel - we were both 
invited - .to open a parkway 
10 - 12 miles long out of 
Jerusalem, which will bear 
the name John Diefenbaker 
Parkway, 

I’ve had schools - streets - 
a lake named after me, John 
A, MacDonald also - but 
never a lake - history re- 
cords he was allergic to 
water! 

However, one learns one’s 
place, We say grace in our 
home and once when I asked 
Olive to say it we bowed 
our heads and there was 
silence, ‘‘I didn’t hear what 
you said,’? I remarked, I 
wasn’t speaking to you, was 
the reply. Women have a 
tremendous control, inside 
and outside the home, said 
Mr, Diefenbaker, 

I would be less than frank, 
said Mr, Diefenbaker, if per- 
sonally I did not mention 
Premier Lougheed - Hugh 
Horner and their government 
which had made Canada 
aware of the tremendous re- 
sources out here, and their 
potential - not only for the 
people of Canada, but for 
those who ownthe resources! 

‘I’ve spent a lifetime try- 
ing to bring about unity - this 
is a fact,’’ he said, What-

ression there, he said he 
didn’t bring that up - “I 
was afraid they would men- 
tion the FLQ”’ 

I thought that was one of 
the worst statements I ever 
heard a head of government 
make, said Mr, Diefenbaker, 

I could go on - I would 
like to pay my full tribute, 
he added, Mr, Trudeau said 
Alberta was an example of 
a strong provincial govern- 
ment - and also a province 
alieniated from federalism, 
more than in a political way, 
in a business sense and even 
in a cultural sense, 

That statement by Trudeau 
represents - not an attitude 
for a strong Canada - we 
won’t have a strong Canada 
that way, The premiers of 
each province must be allow- 
ed to develop and use their 
own resources, 

I have not found Alberta 
separatist, said Mr, Diefen- 
baker - except separatism 
from Truedau! 

I hold no position in this 
party he said - except as a 
member of parliament, But 
you will not perhaps deny 
me the right to speak of 
things necessary for this 
party, to which I have given 
most of my life. 

“T am concerned about 
my country, Under Trudeau 
the basic principles of the

M.D, Sturgeon Council 
considered two petitions at 
their March 15 meeting with

A letter from Janet Mac-
